It was wiſely then done by you, inre- 
jeQing any proteſtation or appellation from your Aſſembly 
by the Byſhops, and their adberents,torhe Kings Majeftie; for 
ſuch appellations ovght not to be,ſeeing there is noneSwpreme” 
above your Nationall Aſſemblies. And therefore, as you have 
not hitherto regarded their proteſtation and appellation, bur 
- have proceeded againſt them to depoſition and excommunica- 

tow: b continue,and be not diſmaidrhoogh they ſhould renne 
their proreſtations and appellations, even inthe words of eL- 
thanaſirs, in proteſting againlt,and appealing from the partiall

Ton muſt 
therefore all of you reſort hither,to ſhew the reaſon of your do-

289. you anſfver well ro the Prote- 
Rants objeRion , thns : 1t any object che Magiftrates inter- 
pcſedauthority, it's quickly anſwered , 7 hat his power # not 
10 weaken any ordinance of God, but for guarding and making 
good all Gods ordinances with the Sword, And in your prore» 

{tation at Edenbargh, 18. December, 1638. you bring from 

your Booke of Dikipli ne a full and perfe& deſcription of 
the Kings authority in Church matters,which isthis,. To «ſ- 
ſift and maintaine the diſcipline of the Kirk, andpuniſh them 
Civilly whe will not obey the cenſures thereof. And 1n your an- 
ſwer to the Marqueſſe of Hamilton his Declaration, you fay, 
That the Supreme Magiſtrate, as a Son of the Kirke, you 6 
to receive the true meaning of the Kirke,and cauſe it tobe re- 
ceived by thoſe whom God hath ſnbjefted unto him. Yea,it is 
ſo farre from being a prerogative due to the Supreme Ma- 
giſtrate to be Supreme Governour in cauſes Ecclehiaſticall, 
that it is a favour granted untohimto have any precedencie 
in Synods without yoycing , (except he would becomea ru- 
ling Elder, and have a commiſſion rocome. ) Therefore ir is 
moſt remarkablewhich you ſay in your Proteſtation 29.

Who can blame you while you ſay , thar if Princes ſhall p, ...,,_.

lutely upon the pleaſure of the Prince . and hee may change it 
as he will? So fayes learned Stapleton in hisdifpure againſt 
the Proceiiant Doctrine : Poſita hac poteſtate, nec in una pro- 
vincia velregno din erit fidei unit as vel cultia, & religionts 
conformit 45 quia ſinguliprincipes quod ipfis meling videbitar, 
Statnent,quoryi decretis ffreſiſtatar, perpetua erunt bella;Thvs 
power being granced ro Kings, then Unitie of fairh and _— 
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ip, and conformity of religion will not remaine long in one 
provinceor kingdome, becauſe every Prince will ordaine thar 

ich ſeemeth beſt in his eyes. To whoſe decrees if refiſtance 
be , there will follow perperuall warre. But this power 
being granted tothe Church, which cannot erre in her Syno- 
dicall acts, there ſhallever be Unicy of faich depending upon 
the i»fallibility of Church Afſemblies. 

For I ſee in the ſeventh plage,thar you do acknowledgethe 
iufallibility of generall Conncels or Afſemblies.

And you have 
good reaſon ſo to do: for if generall Aſſemblies may erre,then, 
lay we,Poſſent merits revocari in dubinm omnes damnate he- 
reſts , & concilianullo honore digna eſſent. Allherefies which 
are condemned, may againe be called inqueſtion , andour Af- 
lemblies SR worthy of no honour. — = 
may juſtly feare , npon this ground, that your Aſſembly mighr 
erre.and that you may be branded with Srour in your decrees, 
and have allcalled in queſtion again which you have condem- 
ned. As for us of Rome, condemne your Aſſemblies who will, 
we ſhall never doe it : but rather defre that you may ſill aps 
point the ſame Commyſsioners for your future Aſſemblies.ther. 
into confirme all which they bad-decreed in the former: for 
your ads of abjuring Epiſcopacie the Articlts of Perth, Ser. 
Vice-hook,, Book of (anons,pleaſeth us very well : howbeir we 
doe not chroughly approve the reaſon of your atts. You have 
thruſt away and excommunicated your Biſhops , becauſe you 
think them eLntichriſtian : ſo do wee excommunicate your 
Biſhops, becauſe chey are Antichriſtian, But youthink them 
entichriſtiay, becauſe you make it an Article of your Nega- 
tive faith,that they area part of the Popiſh Hierarchie-: And 
we thinke them Antichriſtian,becanſe they are not ſo, neither 
doe they acknowledge the Pope for their Head, but doede- 
claime againſt him , and the greateſt wound that ever we have 
received, is from ſuch Biſhops as they are, as Cranwer, Lati- 
mer, 
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wer, Ridley, Hooper, Jewell, Bilſon, Andrewes, milliyenlC , 
Rupor mundi ; Whitgift,Babington, Abbots, King Downame, 
Uſſher Morton, Davenant, Montague, Hall, ite,and that 
Arch-enemie of yours and ours, Canterbwry , with divers o- 
thers,whom I like nor to recie. | 

In this particular,King James is oppoſite to us both,becauſe

ſonne , it it were without contempt of Authority , and without 
the caſe of ſcandall; and,at the molt , your Church did hold 
that thoſe ce:emonies were onely Significant , and nor opera- 
tHve,as we hold, But.ifchey had _— rightlyeſtabliſhed, you 
ſhould have obſerved them as things neceſſary to ſalvation,

The condemning allo of the Serviee-book is moſt acceprable 
nmrto us, becauſe ir is not our Maſſe-book; and that you may 
ſee how mach wehate it, Beit known ro you that by vertne of 
the Popes Bull many yeers agoe, we will ſuffer no Roman Ca- 
tholike co ge to the Church, ſo longas the Service-booke is 
reading either in England or Ireland, and yet we will permit 
them co goerotheir Sermons , and of all Sermons we lympa- 
rhize belt with yours: So that it ſeemeth a moſt unfortnnate 
booke,haveing borh ns and yon for its enemies, 

And fince F amfallen'yponthis point, let me relare an Hi-

« ſhipand helping hand. Bnr becauſe yonare fo furtons, and [ 
« for ſpeaking but one word in its favonr have beene horly per«

<« beleeve you. Bur pray you heare the ſpeak for irſelfe, 
«and it ſhall purge it ſel\fe of ſuch calnmnies,inthe jadgemenc 
« of all indifferent men, and it willtell you chat you are like 
Davids enemies , caſting iniquitie upon it where you find 
none,and laying to its chargethe thing ir never knew, and (0 
doe hate it without a cauſe, 

Firſt then, here it purgerh it ſelfe of all Syperſtirion, at the 
< firſt entrie of the booke,where it ſhewerhthe reaſons why 
© ſome ceremonies are aboliſhed, and ſome retained;in plaine 
< words, ſaying: The multitude of ceremonies are rejelted,be- 
<« cauſe of their multitude and ſuperſtition. And inthe cele- 
< bration of the Holy Communion, it recommends the uſe 
< of common bread, Bur wherefore ? for the avoyding of Su- 
< perfiition, ayes the booke ; {o that at thevery entry, the 
<« booke is moſt carefnll co ſarisfie allſcrupulous people, thus 
<relling themthat it hates ſuperſtition as well as they, Again, 
< ifrhere were any thing ſaperſtirious.in this booke , ir muſt 
&« be etyoynedas a thing neceſſary in it ſelfe,as wnchangeable ; 
<« the nor obſerving of it would be dawnable, as thebreachof 
« Goar Law. To allthis the Book anſwers in the ſame place, 
«chat it enjoyneth nothing inthat manner,but what the Word 
« of God commands, And as for the ceremonies contained 
«init, itisfo farre from efteeming themrhings neceſſarie , 
< thatir placerh them inthe ranke of indifferent things. The 
\© keeping or omitting whereof is but a ſmall thing , ſayesthe 
< booke: It ſayes farther,that tbo/e ceremonies are taken away 
<« which were moſt abuſed, and did burthen mens conſciences 
<< withoxt cauſe,and that thoſe which remain are retained for 
« drſcipline and order. It tells that they are alſo changeable, 


< and not to bee compared to Gods Law, whileſt it fayes of 


*chem thus, {por juſt cauſes they may bealteved and changed,

« Whar can any man ſay more againſt ſyperſtition then is faid 
« by thebook ic ſelf? Therefore. irs very likely that they have

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© demne it of Superſtition, whereof it is moſt free. 

« As for the ſecond.thar it doth containe the eſſential parts 
« of the Maſſe , read and ice the contrary inthe book ir ſelfe, 
« which doth keepe.Chriſts inſtitution it ſelfe, and Pauls re- 
< petition of it,in ſuch ſor, that I thinke no Church can cele- 
« brate the Sacrament with more puritie,ſineeritie, gravitie, 
<« 2nd nonewith more Majeftie then by this booke. Bur let me 

«leak a little forit.1 pray you, Why areyon lo ſparing? youmay 
« ſay as well, that it containes the whole Maſſe , as rhe maine 
« eſſentiall parts of the Maſſe; for (if you have any Logicke, 
< or naturall reaſon.) you may ſo conclude t for where thar is, 
<« whichis eſſenciall roa thing, there the rhing i ſelfe muſt be: 
<« Byt in this booke (ſay you) are the eſſentiall parts of the 
« eMaſſe,whart doth hinder then, but that it hath the Maſle it 
<« ſelfe in it? for, if it have the maine efſenciall parts of the 
<« Maſſe, what doth it lack or want ? not the proper accidents,

« Finally,fince ithath neither Superſtitiov, nor the eſſent j- 
« als of the Maſſe,how can it open a doore to Popery? certain« 
« ly,it is purgedfrom all ſnch ftnfte,and reſtored ro the antient 
« integritic, the leaſt thing that might tend to ſuperſtition, be- 
« ingthruſt out of doore,as Ammon did Tamar: without hope 
« of retwrn : and if any ſuperſtition would dare to enter,as rhe 
<« Sodomits at Lots doore,the doore 5s ſo faft font (by that 
« which 1 havectold you from the monch of the book it ſelfe, in 
« the beginning of theright uſe and abuſe of Ceremonies)that 
<« they muſt deſpaireof any cntrie. 

« What needs all ſuch uproare then without cavſe ? ſuch

« whereof [ donot repent : and was very much offended with

ons is thus, /tems, If the King will not condeſcend to gore on pre-

queſtion, even by the Commons, and ycr you torced them to 
{wcare, and ſubicribe it upon your bare word? telling them, 
that fince the Church-men have ſworn & ſubſcribed it them- 
ſelves,that the Commons ought to do it,a»d follow their Lea» 
der 1,whom God at this time bath largely furnifoed with courage 
and counſel. for the good of bis Kirk and King dome. heare,that 
the things which you have condemned in your generall A- 
ſembly, were in the jadgement of the common people of. a 
contrary nature; but now, having in their Covenant fworne 
10 judgement and prattice, to follow the determination of the. 
firſt generall afſembly thatſhou'd: be kept, they are forced to 
forlakethcir ownejudgementgand embrace the contrary, by 
vertue of the power of the generall aſſembly. To this pur- 
poſe we ſay: The people are toſubje totheir Leaders, that if 
they erre indefining any doubr,the people*vs regimins,bythe 
forcc of our government over them,ought to erre. Forin this ' 
blind ob;dicnce, *requiritur proprie voluntatis @ judicis abue- 
nr Fe wk in poteſtatem ſuperiors deditio. There is re» 
quired the denyall of our. owne will and judgement, and a 
giving our ſelves over, as lives inthe power of our Superi- 
ors. To this purpoſe your Axdrew (anr(whom T'name oftfor 
honours fake) anſwercd, as he wasveryable to doe, to thoſe 
who would have heard of him ſome reaſons for the ſubſcrip- 
tion of the Covenant, which he ſo carneſtly recommended 1n 
Glaſgow,and never broughta reaſon for it;he told them true, 
that they muſt deny /earning avd reaſon, and help (rift a lift « 
And o:reverhonourgyGenerall,the firſt Founder of our So- 
ciety,I[gnatins Loyola,tcls us,that Prudentia eft imperantis,non 
obedzentis.W.ſdome belongeth tothe Commander, not tothe 
obeycr. And therefore his ordinance is this to his tollowers.

_ ever your ſuperiour ſhal ſay, witha certaine blind force of a 


wall, that is deſirous to obey. Soſaid your Cart in that ſame 
Sermon at F/oſgow, while he told the people,to who he re- 
commended the Covenant,That he was ſent to them ith a co= 
miſſion from Chriſt to bid them ſubſcribe the Covenant, which 
was Chriſts comtratt , and that be himſelf was come as a wooer to 
them for the bridegroom,and called upon them to come to be band= 


faſted by ſubſcribing that contratt, And told them plainly ,chat 


he would not depart the town,till he got the names of all;,who ſhould 
refuſe to ſubſcribe that contratt, of whom be promiſed to complain 
to his Maſter. 

I have yet more matter of congratulation:for, wheras for- 
merly you did hold that Eccleſiafticall lawes do not bind the 
conſcrence, you do well now to maintain the contrary. And 
therfore you have deſervedly depoſed, & thruſt from amongſt 
you thoſe miniſters, who only offeredto ſaffer yourlaws bind 
the outward wan,and toconform with you in practice, but 
would not covenant with you, norfwear to be of your judge- 
ment, As for example. They promiſed to fir at the receiving of 
the Communion as you do fit on your taile, and thus would 
conform in prattice with you , but they requeſted you not to 
burden their conſctence,to believe fitting only neceſſary,and that 
kneelinz is idolatry. The like may beinſtanc'd.in all the reſt of 
the matters *controverted amongſt you. Since they would 
therfore conform i» prattice,and only differ in judgement; why 
might not you compell them to fubſcribe the covenant, and 
make them ſwear with you before God and the worldgghat they 
were convinced'in their conſciences,of the lawſulnes of ſuch things, 
TheScripture bids compel men to rhe wedding,ncither need you 
regard them,who cal your holy violence a Spaniſh ingaifition, 

Furthermore , I am confident that you ſhall notbeofuch 
enemies to our workes of ſupererogation , as formerly you 
have beene-: For when the King urged you to ſubſcribe the 
confeſſion of faith, you refutes it, drawing your reaſon from 
the very ground . whuch hath produced all our workes of /u- 
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tgation, Which is this, That « pood work, wlichis dove of &

withou: authoritic, thanif you ſhould doe tt now at the com 
n:and of your Superiou: :for,(as you ſay) thus doing, the mers 
hibertie,the leſſe bypecrsſy and more ſ1nceritie hath appeared, If 
this ground oi yours be removed, then both your Covenant , 
and cur Ezangelicall conncels will p.rifh. And yet the Ants. 
covenanter will ſay , that the Scripture cals him the good ſer- 
vant thardoth his Maſters will: and whoſoever do more than 
they arecommandcd by their Maſters, get efLfricanns thank gs; 
non amo dimium eli gentes, | 
I thought to have congratulated with you, that you are moſt 
like unto-us in £qu3vocartzon;for your owne ends,to perſwade 
the pcople to believe, that which your own heart knoweth to 
be molt falſe, As for cxample,to perſwade the people before 
they did fabſcribe the covenant, that 1tis for defence of the 
King,agamſt whom ( you fay ) no man is bound by the coye« 
nantto re up indefenſive armes:and that you are only 
to ſuffer, it hts Majcſtie were to invade you. But when they 
have ſubſcribed ,then youtell them that they muſt providear- 
mour to reſiſt the Kings comming to invade y ou. This made 
many poore ſimple men complain , that they were wronged, 
and that they would at leaſt be perjured, if they ſhould doe ſo, 
Yet the Scripture is p'ain for {.ch cquivacation:for when the 
army fent by the King of Syria came to Dothan , where the 
Prophet EP was,to feich him to theKing;tbePropher came 
out to them and ſaid, This 5s not the wan neither is this the city, 
follow me,and I will bring you to the man whom you ſeehy But be 
led thenms to Samariagthe quite contrary Way. But here is the 
difference between you andthe prophet , that when he had 
miſled them and brought them to Samaria , he did not deraine 
them as captives from thcir maſters,but faidyſet bread avd was 
ter before thems,that they may eat and drink,and go to their Man 
Hers.But y ou donot ſo,bur keep them int cnet,in the which 
they are taken, that they cannot eſcape ; but mult joyne with 
you 
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you agarnft their Maſter: to whom ſhall n of return, but 
with defenſive armes ; ſuch as are not (hield and buckler,buc 
ptke,musket, and canon. I commeud your policie herein, for 
you know that the King doth not thinke, that the common 

did cver aimeat toe contexts and con/cquents of the Co- 
venant,and ſo doth-not impute any 4Lye/. iz unto them: and 
when he fees that you have tlicm fo cloſe tyed unto you, they 
become your beckſcy and defenſe armes ; tor whoſe fake he 

hath ſpared you, whom he thiakes to be heads of a faftion a- 
gain(t him, fo that here mwlricudo ſociornms part t impunitatens 
criminum. Ard to mon the truth,ſ>cing he eondemneth your 
zeal toreligion,as it it were rebellzon againit him; and yet hath 

Eiven you ſuch way, without curbing your courſe in the be- 
ginning, we cannot butſay, that his innate love to his anci- 

ent Kingdome, whereof he hath given plentitull teſtimonies, - 

hath brought him to this ſtrait , that he hath negleQed his 

Fathers direction , which he was tanght by experience, and

it be readie for thee to diſcerne,whereat thou muſt begin pu- 
niſhment. And fo thou ſhalt deſtroy many againſt thy will, 
which thou mighteſt fave by the games puta of a few. 
In this point thon mayft be more waric by my example : For 
when I had 82d dy meckneſſe,to draw the people to the: 
obedience of the laws,the contrary happened ;ſo that all was 
filled withuproares. And as for me , I got not ſo much as 
thanks for my reward. G3. But: 
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'But go you on, and that you may more and more perſwade 
them to adhere unto you, tell them as you doe, that if they 
hall come under the Kings power, he will utterly deſtroy 
them,and that his Proclamations and promiſes are not to be 
.regarded,ſince 1n your judgement he hath broken rhe oath at 
his Coronation, when he {ware to God to defend his truth : 
but would now if you did not reſiſt him,deſtroy the religion, 
the laws aud liberties of this Church and Kingdome,as your 
Proteſtations and Informations for war do fully ſhew. 

It was alſo a notable Equivocation , whereby you thruſt 
the ſimple poopie from ſubſcribing the Kings Covenant , 
commanded by his Majeltie to be ſubſcribed , as it was pro= 
feſkd in anno 1581, and not according to your new interpre=- 
tation added unto it. For in the 1581. 1t was a Covenant 
drawne up at his Majeſties ſpeciall command, and by his /pe- 
ciall authority , the oath and ſubſcription was preſcribed to 
his SubjeRs, and ſo they ſware according to the meaning of 
the King,that was the exacter of this Oath. So that while 
his Majeſtic requireth it now to be ſubſcribed, as it was pro- 
teſked then, hee doth it in oppoſition to this preſent time , 


\whercin you have put a new Commenter upon it , direQly 


contrary tothe meaning of King /ames, who firſt preſcribed 
it. And it's too evident that Icſaitiſme and Puritaniſme were 
both odious to him,and that it was his chicfe labour (as hce 
yes himſelfe)to hold up that which you are caſting downe, 
{0 that one of you doth not erre, while you call him your cnc- 


; mie ## ſuperlativonfeſtiſſimus hoſtis. But you did hinder the 


ſubſcription by a moſt excellent equivocation, while you ſay, 
T hat you would be guiltie of mocking of God, and takg his name in 
24in:and as We are not to multiply miracles on Gods part;ſo ought 
we not to multiply oathes and covenants on our part , andthus to 
play with oathes,a5 children do with toyes. Thus the people who 
were with-holden from the Covenant , thinke that all was 
true, which you faid,not obſ:rving that it was an Equivoca- 


tion : and alſo a piafraxs : for if they had but obſerved your 


practice, they would have ſeen it contrary to this reaſon of 
yours;for how oft have you ſwc rne and ſabſcribed your own 


covenant ? At Edenmburgh where you madeat, it was ſworne 
| and 
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and ſabſcribed by you ;, when you came home to your Pa-- 
riſhes, it was reiterated ſolemnly by you; when you weneto 
other Pariſhes, you d1d,zs good examples to them, renew: it 
againe and againe,and thought it no wockmng of God, nor mul- 
tiplying of oaths, or taking his name in vaine. 

Bur Lobferve another notable Equivocation , whichisſo ,,.c.... Fs 

profonnd in one part of it, that [ think we mult be your dif--Macqueſie of 
ciples to learne it : CR ſay, The [wearer is not bownd to Hamiltons D*- 
the meaning of the preſcriber of the Oath, nox to his own maax. claaion, 
ing; but 6s obliged to the reality rei juratz, Tam ſorry that you 
were putto this ſtrait, to finde out this evaſion, The truth 
was { as I perceive) that your affrighting them'wirh mocksng 
of God, and taking his name in vaine, did not hinder,but many- 
thouſands did ſubſcribe after the Lord Commuſſioner , and 
Lords of Counſeli, And this oath being taken, as it was in 
the I 5 $1.-yeare of God, when King /ames cxaRed it, it is 
too evident a conſequence, -that all that have taken this oath, 
are ſo farre from abjuring JEpiſcopacie, and the Articles of 
Perth, &c. that by the contrary, they are obliged to defend 
the ſam::So that they may fay with King James , Mihs Pre. Proteſt, Sepe. 
cipuns labor eft dejeftos Epiſcopss reſtitnere, & Puritanorum a. '*3® 
rarchian expugnare.Now though in your proteſtation againit 
the ſabſcription of it, you made it one of your reaſons why 
you could not ſubſcribe ir, b. cauf. it was to be exaſted accor- 
ding tothe meaning of the exater, which is King (barles, 
Heire of his Fathers opinions, as well as of -his Domiaions : 
yerſince it is ſubſcribed by many,accordingtothe meaning of 
the exaQer, you remove that rub, by ſaying, that theyare not 
bound to ſ{weare and ſubſeribe according to the meaning of 
the preſcriber of theoath, This is well, for then, when any 
taketh an oath, he may ſweare, not according tothe cxatter s 
meanings b.t according to his owne ; and fo none needs to 
know what we {weare. 

Bat the ſubſcribers wil ſay, we took the oath according to 
the meaning of the preſcriber, and both our meanings, both 
who did ext? and 14k+ the oath, was, that Epiſcopacie and 
Perchs Articles were notabjured. Tothis yon anſwer, that 
they are not bound to take jt according to cirher of their mea» 


nings, 
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nings,but according to therealitie re; jrate, If it be fo, nei- 
ther the exacter , nor the taker of the oath did know what 
they ſwarc and ſubſcribed unto, If this be to ſweare blinde 
obedience, I approve it, it not , I will be glad to be farther 
made perf=& 1n equivacating : for I can fiade no third, but 
cither the oath mult be taken according to the meaning of 
the exatter,or of the tmkey. 

But I take pn meaning to be,that that oath of the Kings 
Covenant ought to be taken,as we thought to have done with 
the Oath of allegiance taken by Romance Catholikes in Eng- 
land. The King with his Councell uſed all the wit and pru- 
dence that could be. had, to cauſe them to take the oath with- 


out any Equivecation , or mental! reſervation , and that they 


ſhould take no &ſperateon trum the Pope, for taking ſuch an 
oath: fo that in this caſe, it was made bo cleare,; that both the 
preſcriber and the taker of the oath could not differ, but þe of 
one mind, But our Pa/cenins did laugh this diligence to 
Kornce,and found out a prettic way toelude ſuch an oath, by 
telling them , that if the Pope did diffolve that oath , and 
deelare it unlawſull, they were no more tied to ſuch an oath. 
Vide(inquit Jin tanta aſtatia quanta fit pmplicitas, juramentum 
tot circum#tantiss connexaiſſe exiſtimabat, ut ſalva couſtientia, 
nulla ratione 4 quoquam dyſolvi poſſit. Sed videre non potwit, ſ 
pontifox juramentum diſſulverit omnes illing nexus, ſive de fidels- 
ate Regs preftanda, ſive de diſpen/atione non admittenda, pariter 
d:;(ſolutos fore, 7memo aling dicam admirabilins, jur amentum þ 
in uſtum aperte declaretur neminem obliyat, ſed iplo taco nul- 
lum eff.

Id (fayes he) how 
much ſimplicity is in ſo much ſubtilty ; he thought to have 
bound this oath by ſo many circumſtances, that it could be 
diffolved no.manner of way by any man witha ſafe conſci- 
ence. But hecould not fec,that, if the Pope ſhould diſſolve 
this oath, all the knots of it , whether it be of fidclity to be 
performed tothe King, or of a diſpenſation not to be admut- 
tcd, are both alike diflolved. Yea, I will tellanother mw 
marve 
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marvellous thing, if it be openly declared thavthe oath is un- 
juſt,it dothoblige no man, but by the fa& it folfoit is mall. 
Now this oath © —_— is ſatficicntly declared: by the 
ſtor of the-Church himklte to be unjuſt. Now thou ſees t 
the obligation of it is evaniſhed in ſmoake: ſo that,that bond, 
which by ſo many wiſemen was thought to be ({trong as iron, 
IS weaker than a of ſtraw, ® 

Thus it was with your Covenant, King Charles was very 
carcfill'to have it ſubſcribed according to his Fathers mean» - 
ing , who did _ the oath amo 1581, and his owne | 
meaning,which was the fame with his Fathers, who appra- | 
ved Epi/copacie and Perths Articles, Sothat all equivocation 
is here excluded: But(this Paſcemiuws trick makes all ckarc)if 

Dickson or Hender/on,8&c. (hall diffulvethis oath,and declare 
it untawfull,it hath no force, as being not according tothe ro- 
ality of the things themſelves: and thus, are none more tied 
tothe King by Covenant, but may break it as cafily as Sawp- 

ſon did his cords, and muſt run your courſe againſt his Maje- 
ſty. I might inſiſt on many inſtances to prove Equivocation 
ainongft you,if it were needfull,but I am confident you ſhall 
not be ſuch enemies to it in time to come. 

Moreever, your pie frawde; have not a little advanced your XV, 

courſes, for though the generall cauſe of all this uproarc was 
pretended to be for defence of religion , lawes and libertics, 
yet (toſpcake under the Roſe) it flowed from private cauſes 
and reſpeAs, tor (not to ſpeak of the contempt of Monarchy, 
nor of private fretting againſt m— by malccontents) 
the-courſe his Majeſty was taking with the _—_ deliver 
the miniſtry, and meancr fort of the Laitic from that which 
was counted bondage and ſlaverie, made many fret to fee 

themſelves robbed of that clientely-and dependanee of the 
Clergicand Laitic, and of that power,command and ſuperi- 

ority, which by the tyc of tythes they did enjoy, Some had: 

their private quarrels againſt the Biſhops, many coald not 

abide toſce- them preferred ts beon hs Mayeſties Counſell, 

&ec. find a great hatred was working againft then, for being 

the chieſe-inſtruments that the Miniſters maintenance was 


1ngmented,. and many of the Tythes reftorcd backeagaine, 
H which 
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which made many thinke that in the end all the tythes , and 
Church-lands would returne to the ancient owner,whereby 
many would be brought to a poore eſtate, if the tythes were 
taken from rhem , and ſome who have made Churches their 
habitation would not have a dwelling place at all; and ſome 
others being ambitious of preferment both in Church and 
Policie, were nv ſmall cauſes of all this uprearc. Now how- 
beit , from thoſe and ſuchlike other motives, this diſorder 
hath come, yet its well diſſembled by you, in taking this op- 
portunitic,to work your private intended ends , by making 
the multitude believe that all is for defence of Religion; laws 
and liberties, which otherwiſe would bedeſtroyed. | 
His Holines our Pope,did never laugh more heartily,than 
when it was told him, that you made the people believe that 
the book of Common Praz er was penned at Rome, ,and ſent 
tothe King,an1 that it was nothing but the maſk turned in- 
to Engliſh ; and that the King was a Papilt,and intended to 
change the Religion; That your Biſhops were Penſioners to 
! the Pope,and that all , who would not ſubſcribe your cove- 
nant, are Papiſts ; truly he commended your policie,to catch 
children with wiles, and men with lies, The aſperlions you 
have caſfupon King , Biſhops, and Anticovenanters will 
make you noble. It's a good policic ſtill to complain of 
Court and State, and to pric into great mens lives; to picke 
out ſome fault, and to make faults where we finde none : ſtill 
_ with A#/alom faying , The men who have good and right 
* Sam. 5-334. cauſes, have no man to heare them,0h that 1 were made Judge 
”n the land, that every man which hath any ſuit or cauſe , nigh 
come unto me, and 1 would doe him juſtice. Thus the ſilly multi- 
tude will lightly apprehend that you are blamelefſe, who doe 
ſo narrowly tric, and cric out againſt the faults of others , 
whom howbeit you do not wound, yet in the yulgar opinton 
youdo greatly ſtain and blor them. They '# 
 YVIL. Finally, we have both ſuffered much of our encmics for our 
praltice againſt Kings and Princes , 1n cutting them away that 
are enemics to the religion. We need net be aſhamed to con- 
frele,that the armour wherwith fuch kings are killed, arc for- 
ged in owr bop ; you know that Hacks: and Cophgy no 
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wroteto Scotland to Famer Gibſon,that he with the adviſe of 
the brethren, might tell their opinion concerning the ſpirit 
that moved them , and the a& thar they had in hand to bee 
done, for the delivery of T. (artwright out of priſon, and kil- 

ling ofall their withſtanders. That which Rawitiach did effe- 
| f,was no more praiſe-werthy than that which they did of- 
fefts : all thoſe our workes are not to be accounted points of 
treaſon,but only ſenſible expreſſions of our Heroicall zeal to the 
defence of Rligion, which ought to be more deare to us, than 
Kings or Princes, father or mother,brother or ſiſter,all thoſe 
cords mult bee broke , and bonds caſt from us, when we ſee 
them to ſet themſelves to take counkll againſt the Lords An- 
nointed.Such men of courage who put their life in thexr hand 
and cut off ach wicked men , ought to be fo far from being 
| counted traitors, that they ſhould be rewarded for doing it, 
as your Buchanan ſayes. Knox in his hiſtory ol Scotland com- 
mends the privie murdering of the Cardinall of S. Andrewer 
perpetrated'by Norman £Leſley ſon to the Earle of Rerh/ey,and 
fames Melvin cals it a godly ta&, and propones itas an cx= 
ample to be followed by the poſteritie. - 

In your Zions Plea,and other papers,you ſpeak excellently 
of that Heroicall fa ot Fe/ron your Martyr, and pathetically 
cxhort the nobles of the Land to follow his toot{teps,faying;

1f chere beany of the Nobilitic of greater worth, tell them , 
that the whole buſineſſe depends upon them, and that you 
will doc all by their diretion, and that they ſhall be made 
immortall, by recording their acts to poſterity tocome. 

If you fcare diviſion in the miniſtery,it's cafic to help that, 
keep thoſe under who are not zealous 1n your cauſe : let them 
not be acquainted with your myſteries, nur be choſen Com- 
miſlioners for aſſ:mblics:if there be any matter of im »ortance 
to be commended to the people,ſend citaer conjundly or fe-

If Jo feare any diviſion among the Commons, it's likely 
that ſome of them have ſcene the Kings extraordinary favour 
toward them : but you ought to be carcfull, that they ſee not 
the Kings Proclamations;and if any have ſeen them, let them 
be perſwaded that his Majeſtics Proclamations have this on- 
ly end,todivide them, and then to deſtroy them | and that 
all other faire promiſes ſhall have no recall performances. Be 
not you behind the King in your promiſes to them alſo, and 
howbeit you have an hundred thouſand pound to take of 
them, yet be not ſuddaine,but by delaying , put them in hope 
that you will never exa& it ; For if you goe now tocxat it, 
it will make them repine and grumble , and fay , inſtcad of

»» would be found and returne, for the aſie knowes ber Maſters 
3, e146: but her riders will not ſuffer her, perſwading her that 
, his Majeſty will mifcrably handle her: though they afſured- 
,, ly know themſelves, that his Majeſty will do no more harm 
,zt0 her, than the Lion did to the afſe, whereon the ſedueed 
,, Prophet rude, the Lion did nor teare the Aſse, the Scripture 
,» ayes,but killed the ſeduced rider. This is the onely fearc 
,, they have,not for the aſſe;but for the riders, who have juſtly 
,, provoked the Lions wrath, as the meſsenger of death; and to 
,, be buried with the buriall of an af" e, drawn and caſt forth beyond 
,» the gates of Jeruſalem, Here the Anticovenanter would 
have proceeded, but I not being deſirous to trouble my felfe in 
diſpute with him, cut him off with your words, The Cove- 
nanters are cxhorted not io be moved with remonſtrances, _

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they never fs pecions, but ſubmit themſelves obedgently to faltolv Coyenameers 
i heir leaders, whom God at this time hath largely furniſhed with intorm.tor De- 
courage and counſall, for the good of bus Kirke and Kingdome, But fenſive. $.4.

But leaving him, I returne to my exhortation, If you can- 
not perſwade men to your patterne on the monnt , at leaſt la- 
vour to polkſſe them with the opinions and dofrines, which 
you have received of us, Eſpecially this is the duty of Blair 
and Ziving fton,to water the good ſeed which they have fown 
in ſome of the hearts of ſome of ay countrey-men in the 
North part of Ircland : and by their frequent exhortations 
and letters , to perſwade them to grow , and be fruitfull in 
thoſe matters, Efpecially let them, by farefull threatnings of 
Gods judgements, affright them from taking that wnlowful 
oath which cſtabliſheth the Kings S# ie , and is urged 
by my Lord Deputy, (to whom,l confeſs his Maſters honour 
is more deare, than the Apple of his cye) fo violently, that he 
will ſufer no man to vilipend it, but will have them

l commands "Wherety ths violent! he hath Re — 
nant out of credit among the Scots except you provide

T heare that not only Þ lair and Livingſton, but that R be- 
tor fort, and Dickson alto , have lent their helping hand , and 
have written a learned refutation of that Oath to be taken 
by the Scats there. I am forry that I did not fe it, thatl 
might have increaſed my congratulation. Did you ever ſee 
the two Apoſtolike briefs, which our holy Father Paulme 5. 
ſent to the Catholikes in England, that were urged with the 
ſame Oath, that is preſſed upon your brethren now ? Or did 
yy ever read Bellarmines \ctter to Blakwell? if you did, t 

ve helped you well in that matter, I am ſure. Bocanus tcls 
us the ſiumme of all which the Pope and Cardinall did write.

Matrons who waſt themſelves with Faftizg,have deſerved 
well at your hands,thar you ſhould exhort them,(as Paw/ did 


Timothy ) to take a little wine to comfort them: -and to i 
them to proceed zecalouſly in your cauſe;for they ate the weak 
er veſſels,and wine will [trengthen them. Read 1E/aras.chap. 
3.ver.21,Wherc it is aid thus. ine u exceeding ſtrong it makes 
every heart rich, ſo that a man remembreth neither King nor Go- 
wernexr,and it maketh to ſpeak, all things by talents. And when 
they are in their cups, they forget their love both to. friends and 
brethren,and - litthe after draw out a Albett this = 
paſſage out of Aporrypha, yet your praQtile ſaycs it is not falſe.

Why ſhould not-free Swbjefts in a free kingdome , have free 
tongues, and free hands too? clpecially of Women, when reli- 
ion is in queſtion. Grilielmw Poſtelius ſet out a book, which 
e entituled :Of the vittory of womey. I would have the like 
doneby ſome of you,cſpecially by him, who gave his ghoſtly 
bleſſing to thoſe manfall women ( who ſhew their valour a- 
gainſt their adverſaries, in beating them and rheir books out 
of Gods houſe) My bleſſing light upon you all my deare Birds 
all, Break not off your.nocturnaltdevotions, and aſſembling 
together for the better , and not for the worſe, But doe it 
more ſecretly than Andrew Leſley, of whom they lay, that hee 
forſooke Ireland to go to the Covenant, the firlt fruits whereof 
was,toforfake bis wife, to joync himfelte with a» harlor, The 
good old Matren ofthe holy Siſters of Edinburgh, did more 
cunningly cover her daughters infirmity of the fleſh, who(as 
ſhe faid to her ſiſters at their meetings )had fallen in a holy for 
nication with a brother,not out of Luſt,but Love : and there- 
fore decrecd,that ſhe ſhould not confeſie it before the congre= 
gation, leſt the Goſpel ſhowld be ſcandalized,and that it warbettey 
to fall jn the hands of Gad, by ſwearing that fe did not know the 
man,than to fall in the hands of men, , confeſſing her carnall fait, 
We fay well to this purpoſe, Menrirs in confeſſtone non ſemper eff 
ccatummwortale.To lic in confeſſion,is net ever a mortall fin; 
fn it was a pitie,that ſhortly after ſhe had fworne,her kyel- 
ling belly bclicd her; and yet, here the ame and [candall of 
your devout profeſſion was more than your fin; for that kind 
of fin is but a weakveſſe and infirmity, and if it be ated for good 
ends and intentions,it is nofin at all. Therfore, it's well laid by 
a father of our Socicty, $5 qa pollutionem defideraret ob bonuns 
finem, ſcilicet ſanitatem,vel ad levandas tentationes quibus inter- 
diu affgirur, non oft peccatum.. —_ deſire, &c.

But this is very ominous which I heare,. that many huſk 
bands will not ſuffer their wives to frequent thoſe nrght-mee- 
tings aS they were wont to do.

We haveſuffered alrcady great hurt in divers places, being 
hunted to and fro,as-if we were MatcfaQors.And I doubt not 
but you know how weake we are in Fraxce,we dare not.deny 
the King of France his $ ie,and muſt acknowledge his 
Dominion to be independent in reſpe& of men, and that the 
King holds his Kingdome by vertue of, Per me reges regnant, 
by me Kings raigne. The DeRors of the Vniverlity of Paris 
have done us much evill, the Lord reward them according to their 
workes, They have condemned ſome of the workes os; our Fa- 
ther Fecaxzs in'their Vniverſitics ,, and have publiſhed the 
lame to the world, whether the Pope would or no; and are al- 
ſo become Comrt-Paraſites.And their chicte labour ig.by theit 
dodarine in contradiQtion to you and us, to corrupt all eſpect- 
ally Noblemens children , that come to theig Vnivexlitiss : 
and at leaſt once a yeare, make every one of them under their 
hands,to profeſſe the Kings independent power and,authori- 
ty. Therefore now our holy League is wholly dead,aud death 
feedsr upon it in the grave,and we are become vile,and hercin are + 
turned Saduceans,to deny the reſarretion of our holy League , 
or any ſuch i»/#rreon,ſo long as ſuch doors (as - he Sorbe- 
nifts) (hall thus infe& the land; and make noble and ignoble 
fach-Court Paraſites. But your caſc is far better thanours at 
this fime : for you have put away from your Vniverlities ſuch 
aS withſtood you,and have placed ſuch men in your Vniverſ- 
tics of Gla/pow and S. Andrewes and Edenburgh , who wi 
cauſe the ſchollers to drink ſach a full draught of our doftrine, 
that they ſhall vomit ont all which 'your adverſarics taught 
them. Weare not fo happic,our enemics/prevaile daily againſt 
us. But yours are dying, eſpecially the Archbiſhop of S. eAn- 
dewes,to whom we wiſhed no better death, nor more honou- 

rable burial , then that Martyr and. brother of our Socictic 
Tohs Ogleby got,whem ke cauſed to be hanged ar the Croſſe of 
Glaſgow,accauſe he ftood to thedefence of our dorine, which 
he brought withinthe compaſſe of Trea/ov, by the lawes of 
your 
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kingdom, which I pray you to abrogate, D. Zaron that 

Len ma ofours,is alſo dead(as they fay)in perſecution, At 

this we do both rejoyce,as if we had found a great ſpoyle: 

We had alfo great credit ( one our hearts deſire) 
at Conſtantinople and among the Galathians, aud divers parts 
in the Eaſt, but by the meanes of the King of great Briteane, 

&c, his ambaſſador, and (r34/ns Patriarch of Conſtantinople , 
(who is of the Religion of the Churehof England, and dif- 
claims the Popes juriſdi&ion,cven as the Biſhops of —_—_ 
do.)We are all baniſhed the Turks bounds, and a Shiptull of 
us was ſent home to /taly from Conſtantinople, Since wee 
cannot get libertie to remain in.the Eaſt.,we purpolſeto' come 
royou in the Weſt, where there-is neither Patriarch nor 
Biſhop to trouble us, as Cyri/lus did at (onftantmople, 

i But if King Charles follow the direction of his Father King 
Tames our common enemve , your caſe will bee little berrer then 
ours was at (onftantinopte. For after he hath direRed/his fon 
tobeware of Pwaritans,as moſt prſtilent fellowes, both in Chareh 
and policie, whommeither the Kings favonrs and -bountie, nor 
their own promiſes and oaths can make faithfull and -loyall , 
but being above meaſure arrogant, they belch out nothing but 
calumnies and [:ditions and contrary to the Word of: God fol- 
low their owne dreamer and conceits,- ag the only rule of their 


conſcience, he ſayes moſt pathetically, Teftor v/lum magnum , afiic doom;

bordering robbers, then among thoſe brain-ſicke villaines. 
Neither Þ thou ſuffer them to enjoy that fame countrey with 
thee,if thou purpoſe to live peaccably,unleſſe perchance , for 
theexerciſe of thy patience,as Socrates lived with Xentippe, 
This is a dreadtull adviſe,and our caſe is fo miſcrable,that it 
1s our let and deltinie to be like I/omael the wild man , whoſe 
hand;

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hands were againſt every man, and every mans hands ag ainſt him, 
Brit let us not be diſmaied,not our hearts ' melt, nor our hands 
be faint;but let us joync hand in-hand together, ( Virrws anita 
Fertior,) And we ſhall ſpeake with the enemy in the gate. And 
the righteous ſhall be delivered ont of trouble, and the wicked ſball 
come in bu ſtead, Prov. 11.8. | 
© IT have many other things to write to you, which I will de- 
lay tilI have the opportuniryto write a ſecond Epiſtle, which 
ſhall be, fo ſoone as I heare what fruits this firſt Epiſtle ſhall 
| : Which, I pray you cauſe to be printed among you 
r your common good, becaule I could not get many copics 
{ntto.you, being fo far from you beyond ſea, If AS's Bridles 
was thought worthy to be printed od expe authority,in con- 
tempt ofthe Biſhops ; why may not this my Epiltle be prin- 
ted, for the edification of your Societic. Let it net offend you 
that I have not railed in this my Epiſtle againſt authority in 
Church and policic: for our Socicty hath been ſo oft reproved 
for railing that I doc now begin to forbearc it, for the honour 
of our Order, neither will we permit infamous Paſquils lon- 
er to come forth, and it were good that you did ſo too,and 
us ſpeak home to the purpoſ,convincing our adverſaries 
with evident reaſons; and make rhcir crrours and hereſics 
known to the world , rather then to vent ourſpleen againſt 
them with calumnics ; This doth but open the mouth of 
our adverfaries ; but that will ſtop it : this makes diſgrace re- 
turn upon our ſelves, but the other, makes us gracious, If we 
raite, whea we ſhould reaſon, we get noan{wer , but increper 
ze Dominss ,But when we reaſon, without railing ; we beget 
in them 4(ſcentiends pudorem. + veritati: timorem, A baſhfulncs 
rodiſſent from us, and a reverence of the truth ; which in 
time, will bring fortha profeſſion of it,
